DIRECTIONS 

New Work — Plaster or cement walls should 
first be primed with a mixture composed of one 
gallon Red Spot Flat and three quarts of Red 
Spot Size.

MORTAR COLORS 

Avoid careless mixing 1 . 

Weigh or measure carefully color, sand, lime 
or cement before mixing. 

Mix thoroughly, dry, before adding water. 

Do not use color in hot lime, but let lime cool 
at least forty-eight hours. 

See that mortar is mixed to same stiffness 
through the job and do not rake joints when 
mortar is too wet. 

Let colored mortar lay as long as possible be- 
fore being used, and use in fairly stiff consis- 
tency. 

Figure about one hundred pounds color per 
one thousand bricks for one-half inch joint 
work, or one pound color to three pounds lime 
or cement. 

Before using colored mortar make up a small 
panel, well backed, and let dry to determine 
color.
